It is trusted that this lupe of disettssion will lie reeop- 
m:ed as based on complete iftnorancc of the iwlnol situation frtiii) 
hefore the meetinn of Ihr Students' Societu on Mondaii. March 
Ifif/i. .Vo increase has I'rcit iiii/)o.vrrf.

Conncil appointed a Committee composed of Council members 
and disinlei-ested businessmen to look into the financial situa- 
tion. This Committer in ils report pointed out that tlxrrc wm 
r.o possihiliUi of .saving in costs of administration and that Ihr 
possibilitji (1/ inrrrased rrvrnif Jnim profits madr b\i thr various 
organitalions ims nriih'nihlr. Ii concludrd that Ihr onlu wnij lo 
increase rrreniir was by increo.'ieil contributions from the ' stu- 
dents. 

With tiiis rrporl before it the lfl3.V;<fi Council is faced not 
only with the problem of paring down every bndnet presented 
hut also with the fact that there is no rrservr fnud for drprrcin- 
tion in eaiiipmeni and no superannuation fund for Council em- 
ployees. Under the present haphazard system of finauc.inn every 
time equipment has io be replaced or new equiiuneni acquired 
by any organization undrr thr Students' Council it involves a 
capital expenditure. Xew instruments for the band, or n new 
curtain for the Red A: ^\'hile nrvuc. mean a capital outlay llwt 
jiflurcs vrrii prominenily on a biidiirl that is very difficult to bat- 
nnrr in any casr. Thr result is thai much rquipmeni luis of nr- 
ressilu been allowed to dricriorale and Ihr onUj hope of rrplnc- 
inn il lirs in increased rrvrnur- \o prorisiori has been made for 
the suprrannuatiou of Council rmplni/rrs and cannot be made 
with rrvrnuc as il is. Snch. brirfhi. -.s Ihr problem faced by Ihc 
iludcnis' Council. 

In presrntino the molion for a .«;î.O(l iucrca.'ic in Ihc univer,<iul 
fee no one is trying to put anylhino over on the Students' Socicly, 
The motion ».t not ./u,</ the inspiration or a brain-wave of lite mo- 
ment. II arises from a problem of necessity beinn very .seriously 
considered, particularly by thr present Council, and its prede- 
cessors. Thr aim of the Council is lo inform Ihc students of the 
actual situation throuoh the columns of tlir Daily. It is hoped 
thai the problem will be inlclliiicnihi considered by all members 
of thr Student.*' Socielii. There is no nred for indignation. There 
IS only one way of increasing thr revenue. II is up to Ihc mem- 
bers of the Students' Sorirty lo choose between curtailed activi- 
ties and lacihtiz-s and an increase in the anmial'eontribulion.

Undoubtedly Dr. Leacock has uttered

over the vast field of Canadian business, 
would be otiose. Most of us, .as Dr, Leacoçk 
mentioned, are crooks in public life. We 
are out to get what we can and let the 
devil take the other fellow. Such an, at- 
titude obviously cannot make for a .sound 
id healthy social system. We are in- 
iSlihed to think, however, that Dr. l^eacock 
was undoubtedly exaggei-ating when he 
Htaled that our public problems could be 
solved in six months if this crooked in- 
stinct "were obviated from public affairs. 
The root of our ti'ouble undoubtedly lies 
Ibir deeper than that. 

The question then arises as to how a 
healthier note in public and civic activity 
could be introduced, 'J'liis i.s undoubtedly 
a vei-y serious problem. Undoubtedly 
preaching is of little avail. It is only when 
men can be led to think in term.s of 
the national, rather than the private in- 
terest, that we may hope for a remedy. 
Bui as hui; a.s Canada i.s as .scctioiially- 
minded as it is now, and bo long as people 
stand to gain by crookedness and can get 
\away-with it, then we can always expect to

The 
occasional incoherent talk about modern Ijooks, 
TVTltors, fourth- and flfth-dlmcnslonal prose writing 
and the I charmingly vague, beery reminiscences of 
ooiitihéntàl- âhd Àiiïericnn experience are merely in- 
cidenLiI, revealing that Hemingway still understands 
the value of contrast, in fact the wliolc technique 
of the novel, but revealing too an alarming Nod 
Coward tendency to put ■ thé bralces on his brain 
every time he finds himself beginning to irnnscer.d 
in thought the merely animal. 

If Hemingway weren't writing about himself. ! 
i his wife and one or two otiier intimate friends, tlic ! 
; book would be much more enjoyable and meaning- j 
1 fui as a novel. As it Is, when a writer has made his 
I name depicting people who have lost, or have never 
aciilovcd a proper adjustment between tlie mind 
and the body, and reveals himself as a member, 
albeit yci saner and healthier, of the .snnic doomed 
race, the illusion of nrtistic, imaginative perspec- 
tive that is the hallmark of creative genius is de- 
stroyed, made non-opcratlvc not only from the 
readers point of view but, far more importnut 
from tiio autiior'.s. If "Oroen Hills'' l.s nil o\pr.!- 
mcnt In fonrtli-dlmenslonal pro.se, in tlie «cii.sc tlmt 
the writer himself Is set down, ns a full-fledgcd, 
.lympaUiellc member, amidnt the fulllo clan brouRlit 
lo life In hjs previous work, then, allhougli ihc es- 
pcrlnicML Is succcistiil— lor the hook It.self l.s beyond
